,I>owns of the Isle of Wight. 


Tennyson said, "Somehow water is 


the element I love best of all four," but 
in the reoent memoir he is also credited 
•with saying that he "never cared great- 
ly for the sea on the south coast. It is 
not a grand sea, only an angry, curt sea.'' 


Probably that was a view expressed 


before he became familiar with the lo- 
cality, for though the Atlantic does not 
plunge against the isle of Wight as 
against Cornwall and the w^jt of Ire- 
land he himself has proved how much 
power and enchantment the sea reveals 
from the downs. Let the weather bo 
fair or foul, nature is never dull from 
the vantage ground of those convexities 
which seem like the rind of the earth 
and give an illusion of vastness and 
openness beyond their actual area. Men 
striding on ridges and etched against 
the sky indeed seem "as trees walking." 
The wind rustling in the ear, the sheep 
bleating, the sea churning among the 
bowlders, the occasional bellowing of a 
steamer for a, pilot, the swallows crying 
in their low flights and the gulls scream- 
ing give the only sounds. When tho 
mist closes over the scene, a strange 
sense of being disembodied possesses us, 
we are lost in the impenetrable vapor, 
and tho gulls pass over our heads, \ is- 
ible but for an instant as they float from 
obscurity into obscurity. In times of 
storm one seems to be at the seat of the 
elements and a witness to all their 
processes. 
The clouds roll and break 


against the cliffs like another sea, and 
sunbursts flashing from them leave a 
silver swath over the vexed and som- 
ber billows. On sultry days a water- 
spout, whirling like a dervish, is no un- 
common sight, and he who makes the 
downs his observatory becomes wise in 
all tbe phenomena of sea and air Climb- 
ing them at night gives one the feeling 
of scaling the walls of heaven itself. 
They slope like the sides of f> pyramid, 
and the apex of the pyramid impales 
the stars. On sunny days the sea below 
is purple, and every shade of blue and 
green that can be thought of, even (to 
use one of Tennyson'sown descriptions) 
"like a peacock's neck." 


Karely was there a visitor atFarring- 


ford that he was not brought up to the 
beacon and shown all these wonders and 
beanties. Except in his closing years 
the poet was found upon them in all 
weathers and at all seasons, and from 
them and the surrounding scenery he 
drew many of the landscapes of his 
poems.—North American Eeview.

In less than five minutes her face 


began to swell, and very marked red 
and white spots appeared all over the 
surface of the body. The swelling ex- 
tended over the entire person, accompa- 
nied by severe pain, burning and giddi- 
ness. The eyes were almost closed and 
the countenance was so distorted as to 
be unrecognizable. Very free bathing 
in soda water, with a little Foda taken 
internally, and hot applications to the 
feet and thorough massage finally afford- 
ed relief, but it was some honrs before 
the patient recovered from what was 
truly an alarming condition. Violent 
attacks of nervousness accompanied the 
trouble, and the sense of suffocation 
was almost intolerable. The young wo- 
man had been stung a number of times 
before without any apparent unpleasant 
result The physicians were of the opfn- 
ion that the bee had been feeding upon 
some extremely poisonous plant, which 
became concentrated in the venom of 
the sting. Be that as it may, the condi- 
tion was such as to excite grave appre- 
hension, the more BO as it was several 
days before recovery was complete.—

Effects of a Bee Sting:. 


An English physician relates an in- 


stance of a lady who was stung by a 
bee. At the first moment she seemed to 
pay very little attention to it, but very 
soon her face became flushed and spots 
appeared all over her body. Suddenly 
she developed a most severe attack of 
asthma, finding great difficulty in 
breathing. Another instance is that of 
a young lady vfho was stung on the 
back of her head by an ordinary honey- 
bee. 
In less than five minutes her face 


began to swell, and very marked red 
and white spots appeared all over the 
surface of the body. The swelling ex- 
tended over the entire person, accompa- 
nied by severe pain, burning and giddi- 
ness. The eyes were almost closed and 
the countenance was so distorted as to 
be unrecognizable. Very free bathing 
in soda water, with a little Foda taken 
internally, and hot applications to the 
feet and thorough massage finally afford- 
ed relief, but it was some honrs before 
the patient recovered from what was 
truly an alarming condition. Violent 
attacks of nervousness accompanied the 
trouble, and the sense of suffocation 
was almost intolerable. The young wo- 
man had been stung a number of times 
before without any apparent unpleasant 
result The physicians were of the opfn- 
ion that the bee had been feeding upon 
some extremely poisonous plant, which 
became concentrated in the venom of 
the sting. Be that as it may, the condi- 
tion was such as to excite grave appre- 
hension, the more BO as it was several 
days before recovery was complete.—

POOR RAILROAD 
ECONOMY. 


There ia aa apparent, proclivity, on 


the part of railroad managBra to econo- 
mize and rednce expenses to the very 
lowest practicable point in order to in- 
crease profits. 
Thus it is that when- 


over they think the number of their 
•employes can possibly be reduced it is 
done, especially along the linas of the 
great railroads. 
The Central Paciflo, 


for instance, has a far less number of 
rsKdJar road employes than formerly, 
varying of coarse vrith the amount of 
travel and traffic. But not so with the 
shops where there is no letup to repairs 
of engines, cure, snowplowsand other 
railroad equipments, repairing old aud 
building new. There they have plenty 
of men, with plenty to do. The othei 
day a freight train was wrecked near 
Verdi. 
Some said it was caused by a 


broken wheel, but those who should 
know best said it was from a damaged 
track—rails spreading or something of 
the sort. 
At any rate thirteen cars 


were badly smashed up, much track 
destroyed, and the entire business o 
the road, east and west, blockaded for 
several hours. JThe locomotive was al 
right and nobody was killed or hart 
which was fortunate. 


Another freight 
train 
was 
also 


wrecked not long ago the other side ol 
the sammU, near Cape Horn, where 
two locomatives and some cars went tc 
destruction over the 
embankment 


The cause did not seem to be precisely 
understood, therefore it was attribntec 
to damaged track or spreading rails 
same as heart failure is assigned as th 
cause of death, when the disease whic 
kills a man is not understood by hi 
doctor. 


Such accidents cause not only ser 


oaa interruption to mails, public trave 
and general business, but are ver 
costly, and wbere human life is in-1 
volved, far more so. 
The 
skilled, 


watchful eyes of one man employed for 
the purpose, in either of the cases 
mentioned might hare prevented all 
that trouble and expense, keeping two 
expensive and very costly jobs away 
from tiie shops. 
But we hear of simi- 


lar accidents every few days, some- 
where east or west, ai»d more from that 
cause than any other. 


In conversation with a well known 


practical 
railroad 
contractor 
and 


builder and section manager, siuce the 
Verdi disaster, he stated that on this 
railroad there are employed merely a 
section boss with from three to half ti 
dozen men to look out for each tou 
mile section of the track. 
This WHS 


not men enough, he said. Na railroad; 
however well constructed.'cau be too vig- 
ilantly guarded and constantly under 
skilled inspection. Bailroad managers 
saould appreciate this idea as a matter 
of economy, if nothing more, but they 
do not ssern to, and he closed with 
this very significant remark: 
"If they 


had more men on the (rucks they 
would need less ia the shops."

Norcross in last evening's Gazette, that 
a free public library should be estab- 
lished in Reno is a good one and as he 
also suggests.it should be equipped 
and maintained by an annual tax levy. 
In fact this is the only way to make 
such an institution permanent and of 
benefit to the people generally. Three 
or four semi-public schemes of this 
character have been tried in Reno, but 
they were short lived, for while preten- 
ding to be for the public good, they 
soon drifted under the management of 
a select few, the members would stop 
their contributions,pease membership 
and after a brief struggle the so-called 
public library would pass .iuto history. 
Several towns in California, not as 
large as Reno, have splendid library 
buildings and well equipped libraries 
supported 
by 
municipal 
taxation. 


But while this matter is attracting 
notice and town improvement and pro- 
gression is ia order, why would it not 
be advisable for the City Concil to 
consider a small levy to light the town 
at night. It would only require a very 
email tax and the benefit would be en- 
joyed by everyone. Besides the town 
•would appear at much better advant- 
age to stranger?. 


It may be argued that the issuance 


of bonds will soon bring about a solu- 
tion of this question but should this 
be the case, the town must necessarily 
remain in darkness for sometime to 
come. Nearly every town of any size 
along the line of the railroad is lighted 
at night with more or less arc lights 
and if Reno, with her nearly 5,000 
inhabitants, is the progressive town 
she ia represented, she should not be 
behind other and smaller towns in this 
particular. 


Let the City Council at the next 


meeting, while considering the tax levy 
for 1898 and the various questions of 
improvement etc., take up for consid- 
eration the question of immediate 
light and provide ways and means for 
it even though the service in a meas- 
ure should be limited.

The won- 
der then becomes that it is so cheap; 
that it cap paji to grow and gather it 
at the price. As a matter of fact, it has 
failed to pay the English grower—by 
this retaining, in the name of his town 
of Saffron-Walden, but a hint of former 
importance in this particular direction, 
French-and Spanish soils being more 
suitable to the full growth of the flowers 
and foreign labor cheaper in the work 
of picking. Its use in medicine has 
practically died out, barring perhaps the 
popular belief that, steeped in hot milk 
or cider, it helps the eruption of measles 
to fully appear.

Ho* the Plants Are Constructed and Op- 


erated In Philadelphia. 


Artificial cold or ice maybe most 


readily produced by the evaporation of 
a more or less volatile Jiquid. In the 
first machines constructed this liquid 
was water. One-tenth of the amount of 
water used was converted into ice, but 
as it was necessary to maintain a vac- 
uum in the apparatus its perfect work- 
ing was a difficult problem. A more 
readily volatile liquid, therefore, had 
to be substituted, such as liquefied sul- 
phurous acid and liquefied ammonia, 
Beiug gaseous at ordinary temperatures, 
they are very suitable substances for 
this purpose. The ammonia ice machine 
is the one in most general use—in fact, 
it finds exclusive application in this 
city. This liquefied ammonia is allowed 
to expand in coils of pipes which are 
placed in tanks filled with brine. The 
temperatuie of the brine is thus reduced 
to a point below tha freezing point of 
water—that is, to 14-18 degrees F. 


In this refrigerated brine are placed 


galvanized iron tanks having the shape 
of the large cakes of ice which one is 
accustomed to see in the wagons that 
pass through our city streets. After a 
period of 48-50 hours this can of water 
is converted into solid ice. The can is 
hoisted out of the brine, warmed with 
hot water, which allows the cake to 
slip out upon a shoot that runs into the 
storage rooms. The gaseous ammonia 
in the pipes can be used over and over 
again, u large compression engine .being 
a part of the plant, which reduces the 
expense of the process. From this de- 
scription it should be plain that there 
can be no taint of. ammonia to give a 
taste to the ice. 


The plants usually employ distilled 


or artesian water, so that the ice is of 
the best quality. Whatever impurities 
the water contains are collected in the 
white streak found in the center of each 
cake. The pure water separates from 
the impure and freezes first. Even ten 
years ago the demand for ice was sup- 
plied from natural sources, the har 
vests from our own Pennsylvania riv- 
ers, which were stored every winter in 
great houses on the shores of the streams, 
being 
supplemented 
by 
shipments 


throughout the summer from Maine. 
There are .now in Philadelphia 1C ice- 
making plants, some of which yield 
over 100 tons per day each, arid the arti 
ficial product for several years has been 
a serious competitor of the natural arti' 
cle.—Manufacturer.
